Only two, both 
from out of the state, were guilty 
of axle overweight when checked 
on the scales at the Jackson Feed 
Mill. This figure represented a rapid 
decline in "heavy trucks" found 
when the campaign was begun Mon- 
day, Jan. 31. 


The balance of the trucks arrested 
were guilty of weight exceeding li- 
cense allowances, inadequate or no 
identification and absence of up-to- 
date safety inspection stickers. In- 
spections are necessary twice a year, 
on May 1 and Nov. 1. 


The campaign was launched after 
Illinois Road Commission engineers 
charged that speeding, overweight 
trucks were destroying the Illinois 
road network. Early in the cam- 
paign, as many as one-fifth of the 
trucks examined were found guilty 
of axle overweight.

state law permits 18,000 pounds for 
a single axle, or 32,000 pounds for a 
tandem axle.

New York, Feb. 9 — (JP) — Danny 
Gardella, a wartime ball player who 
jumped to the Mexican league, today 
was given the Green light to pro- 
ceed with a $300,000 damage suit 
against organized baseball which he. 
claims has deprived him of means of 
livelihood. 


In a split decision, 2-1, the U.S. 
court of appeals ruled that increased 
use of radio and television has im- 
pressed upon baseball "an interstate 
character," bringing it within pro- 
visions of the anti-trust laws. 


Gardella's suit, brought against 
commissioner A.B. Chandler, the 
New York Giants and the presidents 
of the two major leagues, charges 
that baseball is a monopoly because 
of the "reserve clause" whicn binds 
a player to one club. 


Without the clause, a player could 
offer his services each year to the 
highest bidder. Chaos Wild result, 
officials of the game declare, if the 
reserve clause ever is successfully at 
tacked. 


Today's decision, written by senior 
judge learned hand, reverses a rul- 
ing made last July 14 by Judge 
Henry Goddard in federal district 
court, when he dismissed Gardella's 
suit before trial. The reversal came 
as a shock to the leaders of the na- 
tional game. 


Judge Goddard's ruling was based 
upon the opinion—frequently chal- 
lenged in the past—that baseball is 
not engaged in trade or commerce 
under the Sherman anti-trust act. 


Judge Hand did not rule today on 
the reserve clause, but Judge Jerome 
N. Frank, who concurred with him 
in the decision, commented that the 
the clause is something resembling 
peonage of the baseball player." 


He urged continued support of 
farm loan associations, 'even though 
you may think you don't need credit.

Federal Judge Michael L. Igoe 
signed the dismissal order without 
comment. Goldstein formerly pub- 
lished the now defunct Wau tegan, 
111., Post The Post closed aown in 
1941. 


Goldstein was Indicted Feb. 8, 
1940, by a grand jury investigationg 
Chicago gambling 
with "corrupt perjury" before an- 
other grand Jury which later indict- 
ed the late William R. '•Billy" Skid- 
more for evasion of $361,000 in in- 
come taxes and penalties from 1933 
to 1938.
